TOKYO S SLUMS. 


W o r s e T h a n the W o r s t In Paris, L o n ­ 
don or N e w York. 
Tokyo 
has 
slums 
whoso 
poverty 
reaches the last depth of human degra­ 
dation. 
Below’ the cellars of Paris, 
the alleys of London and the crowded 
slums of the New' York east side, the 
Japanese capital reveals a lower gulf. 
It is a region timt no ray lights. Your 
moldy man of Paris and your “hooli­ 
gan” of London do have at times fierce 
Joys and moments of acid pleasure, 
hut the microscopic intensity of the 
distress In the Shitnya quarter of To­ 
kyo bars out nil hope. 
Tokyo has far 
too many poor people, and their dis­ 
position is a pressing problem. 
Thou­ 
sands are shipped to Korea and For­ 
mosa. but the pressure steadily in­ 
creases owing to the constant migra­ 
tion of ambitious Japanese from tile 
provinces t > the capital city. 
Japan carefully avoids all public ref­ 
erence to tbe-e great sores on its body 
politic. 
Their existence is hidden from 
the foreign 
visitor. 
Rarely does a 
tourist se e the slu m s , and specialists 
studying the city for precise informa­ 
tion are sedulously kept out of the 
p oorest quarters. 
Japan Is so skillful­
